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ABSTRACT : 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a float-attaching tool dividable 
into two 

screwed sections from a part contacting with a line-passing hole at 
the center 

of the attaching tool, enabling the attaching and detaching of the 
float-attaching tool to the line while keeping a connection tool on 
the line 

and allowing the start, change, finish, etc., of float fishing 
without 

necessitating the connection of the connection tool to the line and 
the 

disconnection of the tool at the fishing site. 

SOLUTION: This float-attaching tool 1 supported with a fixing tool 
from both 

sides is processed with a resin to enable the division into the right 
and left 

parts having a male screw 4 and a female screw on the contacting 
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faces of the 

right and left parts to enable the assembly of the parts by screwing. 
The male 

screw 4 is provided with a line-passing hole 2 similar, to the 
conventional 

float-attaching tool and the male screw 4 is provided with a groove 
of a size 

to enable the insertion of the line from an end of the male screw 4 
to the 

line-passing hole 2. The width of the groove is wide at both ends 
and narrow 

at the center. The surface of the center part of the float-attaching 
tool 1 is 

indented or coated with an antislipping agent to facilitate the 
operation with 
fingers .

BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

NOVELTY - Male and female thread portions (4) are formed in split 
bodies. A 

hole (2) is formed in the male thread portion. A groove (3) is 
formed along 

the diametrical direction of the male thread portion extending to the 
hole for 

insertion and removal of guiding thread about the hole. 
USE - For fixing fishing line. 

ADVANTAGE - Float fixture is easily attached or detached without 
cutting
